W ashington, Nov, I. (ZP) — A 
week from tonight m illions 
of 
American voters w ill have render­ 
ed their decision in what 
may 
prove the most significant pol Ri­ 
al referendum since the world 
onomlc crash of 1929. 
This 
year's congressional and 
gubernatorial elections constitute 
the fourth political census-taking 
since that collapse. 
The first, In 
1930. saw the sw eeping away of 
ten-year Republican control 
of 
both senate and house and a net 
gain for the Democrats of seven 
governorships. 
H igh Mark In 1028 
Ju st w hat th a t “ Black Friday" 
of 1929 m eant to th e Republicans 
is graphically pictured 
in 
the 
elections for both houses of con­ 
gress and for governor th a t have 
taken place since then. T he trend 
against them began before F ra n k ­ 
lin 
Roosevelt 
appeared on the 
scene as a 193 2 candidate for the 
W hite House. It has never varied 
up to this year. 
President H oover’s 19 28 elec­ 
tion was a high-w ater m ark for 
the Republican party 
in 
more 
than one sense. For the first time 
since reconstruction days the p a t­ 
ty had captured electoral votes in 
the solid south. It overw helm ing­ 
ly dom inated both houses of con­ 
gress and held 30 of tho 48 gov­ 
ernorships. 
W hen the 71st congress, elected 
with Hoover in 1928. assembled 
in its secoud session in December, 
1929, here is th© way its party 
alignm ent stood:

Murphy Challenged 


To Repudiate Reds 


Detroit. Nov. I f(ZP)— Jam es F. 
Thomson, Republican state ch air­ 
man, challenged Governor Murphy 
in a campaign speech (radio) to­ 
night to repudiate 
the 
endorse­ 
ment <ff the Communist party. 
Thomson called upon the elec­ 
torate to oust Murphy and the en­ 
tire Democratic adm inistration in 
next Tuesday's general election, 
accusing Democrats of having a t­ 
tempted to “ buy” a second term 
through intimidation of state em ­ 
ployes and WPA employes. 
“ Detroit. Flint, 
Lansing 
and 
M onroe," the chairm an charged, 
“all had a taste of Governor Mur­ 
phy’s Communistic medicine ad ­ 
m inistered by the CIO under the 
direction of John L. Lewis, who 
had bought and paid for this privi­ 
lege by campaign contributions In 
the last gubernatorial campaign. 
“ O ur present governor vainly 
tries to cast off the m antle which 
th e Communist party has wrapped 
about him by their endorsem ent. 
To date, he apparently has neither 
the good sense nor the intestinal 
fortitude to 
repudiate 
th a t 
en­ 
dorsem ent as did Governor L eh­ 
man of New York when it w as 
offered him ." 
No Communist Ticket 
He charged that the fact M ur­ 
phy sought a second term as gov­ 
ernor explained the decision of the 
Com m unist 
party 
to 
enter 
no 
ticket in the election this year. 
“ Lack 
of 
respect 
for 
law .” 
Thomson said, “seems to be one of 
the planks in the platform of the 
present Democratic cam paign.” He 
censured county Democratic com­ 
mittees he accused of having so­ 
licited funds from state employes 
“ in direct violation” of the civil 
service law. He asserted Secretary 
of State Leon D. Case was spend­ 
ing m ore money alone for his cam ­ 
paign than the entire Republican 
ticket. 
“The record of Frank M urphy.” 
he charged, “ has included a wild 
orgy of spending, increased state 
payrolls, 
waste 
m ade 
possible 
through the governor’s continual 
absences from the state and fail­ 
ure to receive from W ashington. 
D. C., but a small percentage of

“The new* deal purty in M ichi­ 
gan is putting on an extravagant

LOSSES 130,000 
ON EBRO FRONT 


Spanish Insurgents Claim 
Continued Advance; 
Lines Holding 


Hendaye, France (at the Span­ 
ish F ro n tie r), 
Nov. 
I (ZP)—The 
battle along the Ebro river front 
in northeastern Spain, which has 
been raging interm ittently since 
July 25, w’as estimated In in sur­ 
gent dispatches tonight to have 
caused more than 130.000 casual­ 
ties am ong government and in­ 
surgent troops. 
The casualty figure, embracing 
dead, wounded and missing, was 
described as twice the total losses 
suffered in the battle of Teruel, 
one of the greatest of the Spanish 
war.

Francisco 
F ran co’s troops have been waging 
a counter-offensive most 
of 
the 
time since the government forces’ 
first swift 
advance 
across 
Ebro, the 
insurgent 
dispatches 
said the superiority of Franco's 
men in the air made the govern­ 
ment casualties higher than the 
insurg ents’. 
The insurgents 
reported 
their 
advance was continuing under the

of 
General 
Franco. 
Government 
dispatches 
acknow ledged that the insurgents 
were attacking heavily, but m ain ­ 
tained their front lines w ere be­ 
ing held west of Moradeebro.

som ething out of my life and if I 
don’t I will end it all.” 
Tonight officers said they had 
received no authentic report as to 
Meade's whereabouts. 
Funeral services for the house­ 
keeper, Miss Mildred Shank, 35, 
of Mishawaka, Ind., who indicat­ 
ed in her note she believed Meade 
was jilting her, were held today 
a t Dowagiac.

al of his decision to bring the Eas­ 
ter friendship pact with Premier 
Mussolini into force. 
He gave com­ 
mons one day to debate and decide. 
Looking Far Ahead 
Turning his back on any new 
armament race with

Reich, 
Chamberlain said: 
“What we are aiming at is: First, 
a limitation of arm am ents by agree­ 
ment. because unilateral disarma­ 
ment will help nobody; and in the 
end.

ers, writing to The Press, express 
the 
fear their identity may become 
known. 
Aim oat without exception 
these 
writers 
express the conviction that discovery 
of 
their Identity will result In the loss of the 
mere pittance they are now receiving from 
WPA payrolls, because they 
have 
had 
the tim erlty to complain as to their treat­ 
ment. 
These letters prove beyond 
any 
sem­ 
blance of doubt that WPA workers have 
been made to feel that they are a part of 
a political organization; that they have 
been placed upon WPA payrolls, not be­ 
cause of their need, but as a political favor 
and to incur the wrath of minor political 
bosses placed over them, Is to lose their 
jobs. 
That such a situation has been deliber­ 
ately perpetrated upon 
an 
unfortunate 
element of our citizenship, constitutes a 
crime that no political party should ever 
be permitted to live down. 
It constitutes 
deliberate trafficking in 
human 
misery 
for political gain. 
These unfortunate men have 
found 
themselves on WPA rolls 
through 
no 
fault of their own, but because the jobs 
they formerly held have been wiped out 
through studied applications of hairbrain 
ed theories to the business of the land by 
a party that now demands the toll of the 
ballot from those whom they have ruin 
ed.

EOPLE who believe the sleeping car to 
be a modern invention have

History’s first sleeping car went 
into 
service the night of Friday. October 21, 
between Baltimore and Philadelphia, says 
Mr. Allis. 
It had berths for 24 persons, 
and on the outside it looked like a 
day 
coach. 
The interior plan was copied from 
the sleeping 
arrangements 
in 
canal 
packets, and that type of construction was 
followed for several years. 
The berths were on one side of the stele

berths were made up from the

as

The middle and top tiers, 
really sleeping shelves, consisted of flat

for Americans to figure out the right 
kind of foreign policy these days is 
the 
fact that they have always been great be­ 
lievers in the old virtue of minding their 
own business. 
A cardinal point in the American creed 
is the belief that any people has a right to 
the kind of government it chooses, even if 
that government happens to be atrociously 
bad. 
So if the Germans, the Russians, the 
Italians or any other people feel like sad­ 
dling themselves with governments which 
look like holdovers from the era of Geng- 
hisKhan, we have never felt called upon to 
do anything about it. 
Up to now, that worked fine. For while 
the world had some fairly brutal and reac­ 
tionary dictatorships In the old days, they 
mostly minded their own 
business 
too. 
They did try to grab up such loose bits of 
Asia and Africa as weren’t nailed down, to 
be sure, but since we had no vital Inter­ 
ests in those spots we could afford to be 
quite unconcerned. 
But the picture now Is different. 
The 
dictatorships are not merely 
on 
their 
muscle; they seem to be doing their very 
best to create the kind of world in which 
only dictatorships can survive. 
First of all, they arm to the teeth— and 
brandish their arms about as recklessly as 
so many drunken two-gun men in a fron­ 
tier saloon. They regard neither treaties 
nor international law; they 
openly 
say 
they are going to take what they want and 
that brute force is the only 
power 
they 
respect. 
Yet that is only a starter. They meddle 
in the Internal affairs of their neighbors— 
meddle constantly, remorselessly and dan­ 
gerously. They organize, finance and 
di­ 
rect revolutionary movements inside 
of 
countries with which they are at peace. 
They try to control the activities 
of des­ 
cendants of their own emigrants, no m at­ 
ter how far those people may be removed 
from any actual tie with the 
homeland. 
In every conceivable way they seek to im­ 
plant their own ideas and their own stand­ 
ards on foreign soil. 
On top of all this, they have introduced 
new kind of commercial war 
to 
the 
world. 
Driving down their 
own 
living 
standards, they defy competition by 
na­ 
tions which refuse to reduce their own liv­ 
ing standards. They 
turn 
international 
trade Into a struggle which creates pover­ 
ty instead of wealth. They made their In­ 
ternal policies of low wages, long 
hours 
and small profits m atters which 
directly 
affect workers and producers on the other 
side of the world. 
Today’s dictatorships are not 
in 
the 
least like the dictatorships of the past. In 
the old day8 we could 
ignore 
dictator­ 
ships, figuring that the world was large 
enough to contain repression and freedom 
side by side. 
Today it is extremely hard 
to take that attitude—-and it is 
getting 
harder every day. 
It may be that minding own own busi­ 
ness will require us to take a very alert 
and intelligent interest in the kind 
of 
government our 
neighbors 
treat 
them­ 
selves to. 
If they insist on creating the 
kind of world In which a 
free 
society 
could not survive, they can hardly be sur­ 
prised if we react accordingly.

natives of the region should have charge 
of the administrative affairs.

But there are dozens of

that make French administrators anxious. 
Not long ago, when some delegates 
from 
Alsace-Lorraine attended 
a

Berlin, they were hailed by Nazis as “Ger­ 
mans from the Vosges." 
German money 
has influenced the tone of some of 
the 
papers in Alsace-Lorraine. Two radio sta­ 
tions in Germany, those at 
Saarhrucken 
and Stuttgart, often have broadcasts 
es­ 
pecially designed for the ears of the peo­ 
ple of Alsace and Lorraine. 
More than that: In Germany there Is 
an organization, one of whose jobs is to 
get Germans who formerly lived or stud­ 
ied in Alsace-Lorraine to go back there on 
visits. These visits are often paid for 
by 
the Nazi organization. 
The visitors look 
up old acquaintances, take them 
out 
to 
dinner, and take the opportunity to boost 
to them of the order in

France; 
the prosperity in Germany com­ 
pared to the bad business in Alsace-Lor­ 
raine.

who is Nazi region chief for Munich; and 
Dr. Derlchsweiler, born in Alsace, who is 
one of the leaders of the German students.

That these causes for worry 
are 
not 
exaggerated by the French, I myself saw 
last summer when visiting in Strasbourg. 
Germans, traveling 
outside 
Germany, 
are supposed to take only ten marks with 
them— less than five dollars. 
But every 
day in Strasbourg I saw bus 
after 
bus, 
adorned with the swastika 
and 
loaded 
with German trippers. 
Around the cath­ 
edral to which Hitler 
made 
reference, 
there were always also dozens of swastika- 
adorned private cars. 
If these 
visiting 
Germans had only ten marks each, they 
were doing mighty well 
for 
themselves 
with the rich Alsatian food and the good 
rich Alsatian beer. 
The chances are that 
many of them were staked by the 
Nazi 
organization, because many of them visit­ 
ed around with former acquaintances. 
An Alsatian official, loyal 
to 
France, 
Haiti to me: 
“ I do not know what our government 
is thinking of. 
There are living here in 
Alsace and Lorraine hundreds of 
people 
who claim French citizenship and vote in 
French elections, but who also hold Ger­ 
man passports. 
They are a sort 
of 
ad­ 
vance guard of Nazism. Our government 
should make them be either Germans or 
Frenchmen, and not allow’ them to 
hold 
double papers.”

There is much more to the national de­ 
fense plan for power expansion than was 
made public by Assistant W ar Secretary 
Louis Johnson. His canny announcement 
did not reveal two secret and sensational 
details: 
First, that the nation’s power facilities 
today are far below security needs. Second, 
that the power plan is designed to do for 
American industry what the 
armament 
and training programs will do 
for 
the 
Army and Navy— place it in a state 
of 
preparedness to meet any emergency. 
Lack of power sufficient to operate in­ 
dustry at a maximum was one 
of 
this 
country’s little known but greatest weak­ 
nesses during the World War. As a mem­ 
ber of the Wilson Cabinet, Roosevelt had 
first hand experience with it. He is deter­ 
mined that the U. S. shall not again 
be 
faced with this fatal pitfall in the event of 
another conflict. 
Even more than in 1918, war today re­ 
quires industry geared to utmost capacity. 
With existing power facilities, 
a 
war 
would demand drastic, demoralizing cur­ 
tailment of the use of electricity in homes 
and business establishments, and the util­ 
ization of antiquated and widely dispersed 
plants, at excessive cost, to produce vital 
military materials. 
The object of the power plan is to eli­ 
minate this menacing weakness. 
At the 
same time a very important result of the 
large scale expansion will be a powerful 
shot in the arm to heavy industry, long a 
laggard, that will be felt in every line. of 
business.

Chief authors of the plan are Assistant 
Secretary Johnson, 
SEC Chairman Wil­

Babson Park, Mass., Nov. I—Bus­ 
iness in the United States is surg­ 
ing ahead. 
There is no longer any 
doubt about the present recovery. 
Furthermore, this upswing is no 
mere flash in the pan. 
We are In 
the midst of a real forward drive 
that should exceed the 1937 highs 
in many lines. 
This Is the most 
optimistic report I have been able 
to give readers In a long time! 
Since my return from Europe, I 
have carefully been checking up 
on what has been going on here 
while I have been away. 
I find 
that general business in the United 
States has increased five per cent 
since I sailed 
In 
mid-September. 
Moreover, industry and trade have 
skyrocketed 17 per cent above the 
June low.

Raining Good News

factor in the outlook, Mr. Babson, 
makes you so optimistic?" 
My re- 
pley was: “The exploding, all at 
once, of so much cheerful news in 
all industries is the reason why I 
am so bullish today. 
No matter to 
what major industrial or financial 
barometer you turn, it is pointing 
upword!" 
Let's glance at a few of 
the significant items from the busi­ 
ness front: 
1— Prices of industrial raw ma­ 
terials are being kept at attractive 
levels. 
For years, economists have 
urged business men to keep down 
prices in the early stages of recov­ 
ery. 
This induces greater demand 
for goods, provides more jobs, and 
speeds up the wheels of all indus­ 
try. 
It is being done now. 
For in­ 
stance. steel companies, in holding 
down prices, are giving recovery 
added impetus in many lines.

4— Prospects for peace 
in 
the 
utility Industry are bright at the 
moment. 
This Industry has before 
it deferred repair and expansion 
needs amounting to $3,000,000,000. 
Now, with a better feeling between 
the utilities and Washington, I ex­ 
pect to see a start made on this 
huge building program. 
Further­ 
more, I hope this power peace will 
mark the end of the name-calling 
contest between government and 
business. 
6— The Munich Pact 
was 
th# 
most optimistic news in many a 
day. 
It rearranges the nations so 
that war could take place in Europe 
without Involving England, France, 
or the United States. 
Of course, 
peace is vital to lasting world pros­ 
perity. 
Furthermore, the Munich 
settlem ent may result In an upturn 
in foreign trade which is so greatly 
needed at this time. 
Railroads Coma Through Again 
6— Tha railroads havt weathered 
another oriels. Carloadings are back 
to within 15 per cent of where they 
were a year ago. 
Operating ex­ 
penses have been slashed drastic­ 
ally. 
The carriers now have a bet­ 
ter net Income than they had last 
October. 
After almost a complete 
absence of buying of 
steel 
and 
other materials, the railroads will 
soon add their orders to returning 
prosperity. Furthermore, there will 


be no general railroad strike this 
fall. 
7-—The farm situation ie not so 
bad as current prices for wheat, 
cotton, and corn indicate. 
A farm 
dollar today will buy what it took 
$1.10 to purchase a year ago. 
So 
while dollar income is off 12 per 
cent, real buying power if off only 
six or seven per cent.

This review of the business situa­ 
tion is not poppv-cock. 
I call the 
business turns as I see them. 
My 
Job is to give you facts. 
Therefore. 
while I am optimistic today. I say: 
We will have lasting personal, in­ 
dustrial. and international prosper­ 
ity only as we give greater atten­ 
tion to Jesus’ Gospel: 
I especially 
have in mind one major problem— 
unemployment. 
I shall give my

Madison. Wis.—-The needs of mil­ 
lions of dollars of capital invested 
in the Wisconsin pulp and paper 
industry, and the careers of the 
thousands of men employed in tho 
industry dictate a program to as­ 
sure access to a permanent and 
economical supply of wood through 
a broad forestry program, the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin said in a bulle­ 
tin today. 
The University of Wisconsin ex­ 
amined 
Wisconsin forestry prob­ 
lems in the seventh study in its 
science inquiry series, launched by 
President 
Glenn 
Frank 
several 
years ago and continued under the 
administration of President C. A. 
Dykstra. 
Pulp Shipped In 
At 
present 
Wisconsin’s 
using plants. Including the 
industry, are resorting more and 
more to the use of immature for­ 
ests. it was pointed out. 
“Even so. they are not able to 
secure enough raw' 
material 
in 
Wisconsin. 
Of the 1.119.000 cords 
of wood consumed by Wisconsin 
pulpmills in 1937. 
only 
405,263 
cords 
were 
produced within the 
state. 
Moreover, the output of the 
pulp plants was not large enough 
to fill the needs of 
Wisconsin’s 
paper mills, for the 
latter 
con­ 
sumed the equavalent of about 1,- 
400,000 cords, including a consider­ 
able amount of ready-made pulp 
shipped in from the Pacific coast, 
Canada, and northern Europe," it 
was revealed. 
It is evident, the university re­ 
search study said, “that a market Is 
not lacking at the present time. 
In 
fact, there is every reason to be­ 
lieve that the pulp and paper in­ 
dustries will be able to use increas­ 
ing amounts of wood. 
Market Seems Sure 
"lf Wisconsin’s reforestation is 
carried to the point 
where 
we 
again are able to 
export 
appre­ 
ciable quantities of lumber to other 
states, we should have no trouble 
in disposing of our output. 
Our 
market for forest products Is the 
whole middle west. 
This rich area, 
containing one-quarter of the popu­ 
lation of the United States, ranks 
high in wood consumption and low 
in timber production. 
“ Wisconsin’s 
timber 
might 
be 
dominating the midwestern market 
today as in the past—if we only 
had tho timber,’’ it was pointed out. 
“To be sure, this state would have 
to compete with 
other 
forested 
areas, hut our nearness to market 
gives us an important advantage, 
because timber is bulky and ex­ 
pensive to ship long distances.” 
“There appears to be little dan­ 
ger that Wisconsin will produce 
more usable timber than can be 
sold 
at 
some price. 
There are 
strong inducements for this state 
to hasten its preparations and be 
early in the field with the new 
timber supply,’’ It was said.

How Italy Annexed 
Fiume in 1919 


’T’WENTY years ago tiny Fiume, 
important Adriatic port, was 
the burning question of Europe, 
threatening to cause further war 
between Yugoslavia and Italy. It 
flared as an issue for five years, 
and at last became Italian soil, but 
only after a dramatic march of 
“annexation" such 
as 
parallels 
present affairs in the old world. 
The first Italian claim to Fiume 
was made in 1918, and a year 
later Italy officially pressed it on 
the ground of "self-determination" 
such as Hitler used in the Austri­ 
an and Czechoslovakian crises. 
Italy asserted Italians were in the 
majority over the Slavs in the 
suburb 
of 
Susak. 
Meanwhile, 
Croat troops and Italians jointly 
occupied the area, pending the 
settlement of the claims by the 
peace commission. 
But Italy ultimately obtained 
Fiume largely because Gabriele 
D’Annunzio, dashing Italian poet 
and adventurer, boldly marched 
into the little port with a body of 
men on Sept. 12, 1919, and set up 
a government. 
D’Annunzio drew 
up a constitution for his miniature 
state and obtained the sympathy, 
if not the immediate "official" ap­ 
proval, of Italy. 
This came, though cautiously, 
after Mussolini marched into Rome 
in 1922.

In Death

vlctom 
of exposure caused 
by spending a week in the woods 
without food, water or shelter, 
Roy 
Gould, 
Mueller 
township 
farmer, 
passed 
away 
Tuesday 
morning at nine o’clock at Shaw 
hospital. He was 53 years of age. 
Gould was found lying in the 
mud about a quarter mile east of 
the highway US-2 and two miles 
south of the Green schoolhouse 
Sunday afternoon by a party 
of 
searchers. 
He had been missing 
for about a week. 
Gould was in critical condition 
when he was found by the search­ 
ing party. He was suffering from 
pneumonia, hunger and thirst and 
his legs and arms were virtually 
frozen. He was unable to give of­ 
ficials any account of his harrow­ 
ing experience . 
Officials cannot account for the 
circumstances w h i c h c a u s e d 
Gould to get lost in territory 
of 
b'.'Kjiich he probably was quite fa­ 
miliar. A theory that he became 
dotted or mentally unbalanced is 
somewhat substantiated by 
the 
statements of the two men 
who 
were the last to see Gould prior 
to his disappearance October 23. 
John LaRose and John Schaffer 
informed officials that they talked 
to Gould Sunday evening, October 
23, and that Gould appeared to be 
in a dazed condition at that time. 
Gould 
asked the men the direc­ 
tions to his shack, located a half 
mile east of the new pavement, 
US-2. 
They directed Gould to the 
route to his shack, and Gould did 
find his way to the cabin. Grocer­ 
ies which he had in his possession 
while talking 
to 
LaRose 
and 
Schaffer were found in the shack. 
Gould apparently had started to 
make a fire and prepare his meal, 
but the fire had not been made. 
Police theorize that he left the 
shack that evening, never to re­ 
turn. 
A week later, Sunday, October 
30, he was found lying in a pud­ 
dle of mud, about half way 
be­ 
tween the highway and his shack. 
The 
body 
was prepared for 
burial at the Sven Johnson under­ 
taking establishment, but no fu­ 
neral arrangements 
have 
been 
made. Gould has relatives living 
in Alpena.

WANTS FAST TIME 
Manistique, Mich., 
Nov. I, 1938. 
To the Editor: 
Have 
been watching the pro­ 
gress of our fast time controversy 
for some time but I am unable to 
understand the reason for all the 
argument. An overwhelming ma­ 
jority of our people are in favor 
of fast time during the 
summer 
months when we have plenty of 
daylight 
anyway. 
Why, 
then 
should not these people favor fast 
time when daylight is scarce and 
that extra hour is 
doubly 
pre­ 
cious? 
I can think of nothing 
more insane than our 
habit 
of 
turning back the clock in October 
and then turning it 
ahead 
in 
April. If it is logical to change to 
Eastern Standard Time at all it 
seems to be logical to remain on 
Eastern Standard Time. 
There are countless arguments 
for remaining on Eastern Stand­ 
ard Time throughout 
the 
year 
and very few against it. Any per­ 
son who works for a living and 
whose recreation period 
begins 
after the day’s work 
is 
over 
should be wholeheartedly in favor 
of fast time. It gives him an extra 
hour to work in his garden, putter1 
around the house, take care of his 
lawn, go for a drive in his car, go 
hunting or fishing, play golf or 
softball, or in some other manner 
add to the 
enjoyment 
of 
his 
existence. 
Scientists tell us that the sun’s 
rays contain certain health giving 
properties. An extra hour of day­ 
light would give us that 
extra 
source of vitality. The extra hour 
would do a lot toward 
keeping 
many of us out in the open 
air 
and thus adding to our health and 
well being. The time and labor 
spent on our yards 
and 
lawns 
during the extra hour would add 
to the beauty of our city and to 
our own sense of pride and con­ 
tentment. 
Schoolchildren would be able to 
go home in daylight even in the 
winter months. Under slow time, 
our children must make 
their 
way home in the dark or dusk 
when, automobile headlights 
are 
not ’particularly 
efficient 
thus 
causing numerous accidents. Traf­ 
fic in the evening is much heavier 
than in the morning when they 
come to school. 
Householders and business men 
can save a considerable portion of 
their light bill by taking advan­ 
tage of an extra hour of daylight. 
True, 
it 
will be darker in the 
morning and we shall need our 
lights then for 
a 
couple 
of 
months, but most of us will use 
fewer lights. In the morning our 
kitchens will be lighted but In the 
evening we have our lights on all 
over the house. 
Business places 
will not need many lights in the 
morning because business is not 
very brisk at that time of day. 
High 
school 
football players 
and coaches will welcome 
fast 
time because under our present 
set-up they are unable 
to 
get 
enough daylight for an adequate 
practice. Games will not be start­ 
ed as early as before with the re­ 
sult that many more people will 
be able to attend. 
With all these advantages In 
mind it stands to reason that any 
citizen who would like a little ex­ 
tra time to clean up those 
odd 
jobs around the house, hunt, fish, I 
play a little golf or softball, 
im­ 
prove his health and his children’s 
health, and save money on 
his 
light bill, will vote for Eastern 
Standard or fast time.

Cinderella Horse C u t s 
One-Fifth Second Off 
Pompoon’s Mark

Seabiscuit, the Cinderella horse, 
wrote the most dramatic chapter 
in his rags to riches story today 
when he left the great War Ad­ 
miral struggling far behind with 
a record smashing performance in 
their long awaited match race at 
Pimlico. 
The 
one-time 
selling 
plater, 
carrying the red and white silks 
of Charles S. 
Howard, 
of 
San 
P'rancisco, matched the Admiral’s 
famed 
early 
speed with 
more 
speed, stuck to his rival like a 
leech mid-way of the backstretch 
and then pulled away with a final 
drive that sent 
him 
under the 
wire three lengths in front with a 
new track record for a mile and 
three sixteenths. 
The Biscuit, held at slightly* 
more than 2 to I as the crowd of 
# 
^3,000 sent the odds on Samuel 
D. Riddle’s star tumbling to I to 
4, reeled 
off 
the 
distance 
in 
1:56 8-5. The time clipped one- 
fifth second off the track mark 
created by Pompoon last spring 
after Seabiscuit himself had hung 
up a new record of 1:57 2-5 last 
fall. In the 
mutuels, 
Seabiscuit 
paid $6.40 for $2. 
Race Means $15,000 
And so in less than two min­ 
utes, Seabiscuit settled a year-old 
argument, won $15,000 and sky­ 
rocketed into second place among 
the world’s leading 
money 
win­ 
ning horses. 
The clean-cut tri­ 
umph boosted the Biscuit's earn­ 
ings to $340,480, only some $36,- 
000 short of Sun 
Beau’s 
world 
mark of $376,744, and gave him 
a record of 32 wins, 12 seconds 
and 13 thirds, in 84 starts during 
four years of campaigning from 
coast to coast.

cided to extend its instructional 
service to youth employed on Na­ 
tional Youth Administration proj­ 
ects. From an experimental begin­ 
ning in Iron Mountain this service 
spread to several other communi­ 
ties. with 32 WPA teachers now 
serving an enrollment of 900 and 
further expansion planned for the 
winter months. 
The Iron Mountain project, still

schools. 
The 
work involves the construction of 
nursery cots, folding chairs, bicy­ 
cle stands, adjustable drafting ta ­ 
bles. drafting seats, and the re­ 
pairing of folding chairs. Starting 
as assemblymen the 
boys 
learn 
the various steps as they go along. 
In addition they are taught how 
to set up a shop. Since the project 
started eight boys have been plac­ 
ed In private employment and one 
is a ahop foreman. A similar proj­ 
ect is in operation in Kingsford. 
Two In Delta 
For girls an NYA projects the 
WPA education division is oper­ 
ating (bar homemaking centers in 
Dickinson county, two 
iu 
Delta, 
two In Houghton and one in Bar­ 
aga. In these centers most of the 
training is sewing. Where there is 
sufficient interest, knitting and al­ 
lied vocations are taught. 
At ironwood a vocational cen­ 
ter bas been in operation since 
July, with six teachers assigned. 
Instruction Is given in landscap­ 
ing, cooking, welding, elementary 
electricity, 
auto-mechanics, 
car­ 
pentry and 
woodworking.

Lakes’ waters and that bill is the 
beginning. A meeting will be held 
in Chicago on Nov. 21, at which 
will be present the fish commis­ 
sions of the States bordering on 
the Great Lakes to take advan­ 
tage of that Act. 
After the vari­ 
ous states come together on uni­ 
form fishing regulations they can 
present their program to the De­ 
partment 
of 
State and Canada 
brought into the picture. 
The chances of a freshman con­ 
gressman getting through a m a­ 
jor bill is 520-2.
